Taking it in its bearings on industrial 
and commercial interests, it is a patch 
of mongrel modifications, in some cases 
favoring higher duties than those pro- 
posed in the Wilson bill, in others fa- 
voring lower. While differing widely, 
in details1 from the changes proposed 
by the finance committee, yet the ad- 
vances and the reductions of duty, on 
that comparison, probably about offset 
each other as a whole, so that the net 
result from a protective point of view is 
notmaterinlly changed from the propos- 
als of that committee. Large changes 
are made from ad valorem to -specific 
rates, which in our view is a misfortune. 
There arc many features 
in these 


amendments that are calculated to 
rouse strong hostility in the honsu, and 
it is therefore as impossible now as it 
has ever been to judge whitt inny be- 
the final duties upon a wide range of 
important products. As a contribution 
towards a rational adjustment of the
